Since
the first incursions of white pioncers inio theu
domaning, the Apaches have been Moublesone,
It cannot fustly be sadd that they bave cvem
been at peace with the whites, During the padt
three vears—sinoe the rocoyvery of Arizona from
Confedernte hands—upponls to Congress for help
bave been frequent; bat the majority Lnve ool
thomght it expedient to give protestion

There 1 reason to bellayve the Apach™~ hay=
been stimolated to thelr bloody excesses by in
habitents of Utaliy lor o s known thit ths
bocies of diszutsed Mormons have bpeen found
among the siain ofter o barele with and viotory
over the Apaches by our troons, Massacres of
W hites—ol Individunls, or of parties, generally
of emigeant=—bave bevy of almost daily coont-
rence, A leUer, received ip San Francisco on
the 22d April, dated at Liong Paz, Arizons, Apnil
13, apnounced ast Major Miller, of the 1ith
United Bietes Intantry, and four men, wore
kitled while golng irom Fort Grant to Tucsan.
